The Cuban Delegation has determined 
upon the Fair as an opportunity for Ameri- 
cans who desire to assist their cause. The 
Committee appointed by the Cuban Dele- 
gation, popularly termed "the Junta," con- 
sists of Fidel G. Pierra, Chairman, Jose A. 
Gutierrez, Treasurer, and Emilio Del Cas- 
t6llo and Rafael Navarro, Secretaries. The 
General Manager of the Fair is Alfred 
Chasseaud, whose office, with the Com- 
mittee's, is at " the Garden."
